linked with an East-West political 
settlement.

Gaulle and Eisenhower was espe­ 
cially important in view of the 
i former's refusal to permit integra- 
I tion of French forces under the 
I NATO command. The French also

Eisenhower praised De Gaulle's 
peace efforts in Algeria but said 
there was little in the filial resolu­ 
tion passed by the United Nations 
that even De Gaulle could find 
objectionable.

States has been injured in world 
opinion, because the rigged quiz 
shows have "made us look like 
a nation of dupes.”

DARU IS counsel to the 34-man 
committee of jurists and prose 
cutors. which in the past cleared 
Bertram Campbell of a forgery 
charge after the man was in Sing 
Sing prison and investigated the 
West Point "cribbing" scandals, 
and detei mined no trials had been 
held for approximately 90 cadets 
who were expulsed after report­ 
ed military trials. 
Daru termed some recent tes­ 
timony before investigating Con- 
gresssional committees "smoke­ 
screens." used to hide the vul­ 
nerability of the broadcast licen­ 
ses under the FCC powers.

As we again approach year's end and 
the close of the 1950 decade thoughts 
of almost all psychologically turn to­ 
ward another 10 years in speculation as 
to what the 1960s may be expected to 
bring forth in the way of growth, 
achievement and progress. 
Here in Palm Springs and the desert 
region there was more expansion, de­ 
velopment, improvement and growth in 
the ten years just passed than in all the 
other years combined dating back to 
the turn of the century. 
Every important index of comparison 
shows Palm Springs and environs to be 
more than double in size, volume and 
accomplishments of all kinds in both a 
commercial and civic sense than at the 
dawning of the New Year of 1950. 
What will be the case ten years hence 
as the New Year of 1970 approaches? 
What do the 1960s hold in store for our 
desert region? 
Without resort to oraclism or profes­ 
sing to be prophetic, there are certain 
sound and well established facts and 
trends w h i c h can be relied upon as 
barometric business guides for Pa l m 
Springs and the surrounding desert com­ 
munities. 
First of these is the fact that the gen­ 
eral average gain and growth in this 
part of the desert is from two to five 
times that of the State of California as 
a whole in most major respects. 
Second is the additional fact that the 
average annual gain in California is 
from two to four times that of the na­ 
tion as a whole. 
Thus it does not require a mathemati­ 
cian or statistician to perceive that fa­ 
vorable progress and development of 
the United States is reflected in far 
greater proportion in the desert region, 
and that even in slower times the desert 


area remains as a comparative bright 
spot as was shown during the recession 
of several years ago. 
Thus w'hen 20 of the nation's leading 
economist* predict that the American 
economy will grow’ even faster during 
the 1960s than in the 1950s it follows 
that the entire desert area should bene­ 
fit in greater measure than ever. 
From a national standpoint the ex­ 
perts—assuming there is no major war, 
no radical disarmament and no major 
disturbance in the economy by outside 
forces—estimate that by 1970 the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board’s index of industrial 
production will rise from the current 
150 to 215. 
This would be a compound rate of 
growth of a little less than 4 per cent a 
year, compared with the 3 per cent the 
economy has achieved in the last few 
decades. 
To provide the production facilities 
for that mounting flood of goods, the 
economists predict that expenditures 
for new plants and equipment will in­ 
crease to $55 billion in 1970, an 80 per 
cent gain over 1958. 
Business sales are forecast slightly 
more than a trillion dollars by 1970 . . . 
about 60 per cent more than the 1958 
total. 
In conclusion, when the relation of 
the Palm Springs growth pattern to that 
of the nation is projected into the ten 
year forecast for the United States, 
there is every reason and assurance for 
the oft expressed belief that the entire 
desert region w’ill more than double its 
great gains of the 1950s during the 
1960s. 
In fact, it is doubtful if any other lo­ 
cality in California or the United States 
has as bright a prospective future as 
we do in this most favored part of our 
great desert.

New Driver Testing 


WASHINGTON (CPI) — The 
American 
Automobile 
Associa­ 
tion expects to come out soon 
with a wonderful new way to 
test drivers. I just took the test 
and am pretty sure it showed I 
hate work, like girls, and love 
money. 
What it established about my 
prospects for long life in event I 
keep driving I'll never know, un­ 
less I get up courage to send in 
the papers for grading. 


TO TAKE THIS test, which is 
not quite ready for general use, 
you don’t even have to get be­ 
hind the wheel, although good­ 
ness knows AAA isn't opposed to 
qualifying 
prospective 
drivers 
that way. All you do 
is 
put 
check marks on some forms. 
The test takes 10 minutes and 
is based on what psychologists 
call a "semantic 
differential.” 
That last has nothing whatever 
to do with the big round thing 
between the back wheels. 


THE TEST. DEVISED by Col. 
umbia 
University 
psychologist 
Jam es L. Malfetti under a $100­ 
000 grant from the AAA's Traf­ 
fic Safety Foundation, is intend­ 
ed to establish your attitude to­ 
w ard the automobile. 
Malfetti and others at work on 
the safety project developed the 
test 
after performing a 
deep 
psychological study on 400 teen- 
aged drivers in Cleveland. Half 
of these were chronic traffic vi­ 
olators. The other half had good 
driving records. 


IT IS BUILT around 12 words, 
or “ concepts" as the psycholo­ 
gists call them. It records your 
associations 
or 
impressions 
about each of these words. One 
of the words is car. Others, be­ 
sides work, women and money, 
include weapon, transportation, 
and pow’er. 
Dr. Malfetti is 39 and has been 
in the psychology business long 
enough to know that anybody old 
enough to drive can figure the 
“ right” answers if simply asked 
to rate his own concept of a 
car. The new test, though, can't 
be faked. 


AS APPLIED TO each of the 
12 words or concepts you are 
asked to judge 10 pairs of con­ 
tradictory adjectives — active or 


passive, clean or dirty, weak or 
strong, etc. You do this by put­ 
ting check marks on a scale, 
between these extremes. That’s 
how 1 uncovered my hidden feel­ 
ings on work, girls, and money. 
Fortunately, the quiz givers 
won’t care much how you rate 
any one of these items, even 
car. What they do when you're 
through is link up your check 
m arks with lines and compare 
the resulting pictures. The pic­ 
ture most nearly resembling the 
one your check marks made un­ 
der “car” shows the psycholo­ 
gists which word you associate 
with the automobile. 


THE PROVEN BAD drivers 
in Cleveland, for instance, asso­ 
ciated cars 
with 
weapons or 
freedom from control of their 
parents. Even I can see that is 
bad. Drivers with good records 
tended to associate autos with 
transportation or work. 
I can't say for sure what all 
the other 
possible 
associations 
might reveal to the experts. But 
each concept was picked for a 
purpose. 


NOW 
THAT I’VE 
disclosed 
some of Dr. Malfetti's secrets. I 
don't feel guilty at all. Even 
when you know all this in ad­ 
vance, it won't help a bit if and 
when you go in for the test. 
Because Dr. Malfetti. as a fi­ 
nal safeguard, has sneakily re- 
jiggered the order of the 10 
pairs of adjectives as related to 
each of the 12 key words. Some­ 
times he has also reversed ’em. 
Before linking up your check­ 
marks. to make pictures, he re­ 
stores them to their original or­ 
der 
That's why I don’t know yet 
whether my dentless fenders re­ 
sult from good driving or luck. 
I'm not sure I want to find out.
